‘DIPLOMA MILLS 
BILL IS SIGNED 


SACRAMENTO, May 156.—A 
whole batch of bills passed at the 
last session of the Legislature, in- 
cluding Assembly bill No. 610, by 
D. P. Anderson of Santa Rosa and 


aimed at the illegal practices of 
medical diploma mills, were signed 
today by Gov. Richardson. 
Anderson's bill makes the pur- 
chase or sale or fraudulent use of 
credentials in connection with the 
application for a license to prac- 
ties medicine a cause for the revo- 
cation of a license. 

The Governor also signed As- 
sembly bill No. 1287, placing « 
further limitation upon the use of 
mortgage chattels such as lee 
stock and vehicles and prohibits 
the slaughtering or destruction of 
such chattels. The bill ig inten- 
ded primarily to prevent the move- 
ment of mortgaged live eteck and 
vehicles from one county to an- 
other with intent to defraud the 
mortgagee.

HUGE RESERVOIRS 
The present dam at Lake Alma- 
nor impounds 300,000 acre’ feet 
of water. and is already the larg- 
est artificial power reservoir in 
the world. This dam is —— feet 
in height, and will be rai for- 
ty-five feet, thereby creating & 
reservoir. capacity of 1,300,000 acre 
feet, or approximately equivalent 
to the capacity of all reservoirs of 
every description in the State to- 
day.

PASSING OF AMY LOWELL 

With the death of Amy Lowell there 
passed from earth one of the outstanding 
representatives of the New Engtand culture 
of the past two decades. There had gath- 
ered around her so many lesser members 


women who looked up to her as an oracular 
goddess and by whom she was considered a 
center of literary thought and authorfty— 
that the death of no one in that great in- 


brightly could have been regarded with a 
keener sense of personal loss. , 
Miss Lowell was born in 1874 in Brook- 
line, Mass. She was educated at private 
schools in which her penchant for sprightly 
versification was early 3 
en free swing. Her first really ambitious 
book of verse was not published, however, 
until 1912, whén she was 38 years of ag. 
This was “A Dome of Many Colored Glass,” 
which was followed two years later by 
“Sword Blades and Poppy Seed.” Mer adop- 
tion of a rather bizarre form of free verse 
made her work the subject of much com- 
ment and not a little severe criticism. She 
found it necessary to make an apology in 
the preface of the “Sword Blades“ for her 
use of what she termed “vers libre,” and 
“vair leeb” was for a time a subject of 
pleasdhtry for the colyumists. gos 
There was, however, in the poems she 
composed in unrthymed cadence something. 
differing from mere Whitmanian looseness 
of style, and there are some critics who 
consider her work equal to that of the 
thor of “Leaves of Grass.” '
